Basx Sverexsions,—The suspension of mo-
nied institutions has spread all over the Union.
The banks of New York City, Boston, Port-
land, Cincinnati, St. Louis, New Orleans,
Washington, and other prominent places, have
within the past week yielded to a greater or
less extent to the pressure, and many of them
are now in a state of suspense. Even Uncle
Sam has united in the general movement so
far as to stop redeeming its funded debt. The
surplus in the Treasury has been reduced,
stnee the 1st Angust, from near $20.000.000
to $0,000,000, and the excnse is that between
the rapid redemption of stocks and the slen-
fler receints of revenne, the Treasury was be-
ing fust depleted, snd our worthy National
relative would soon be as poor as anybody.

The first general bank suspension in the U-
nited States wasin 1814, doring the peried of
the war with Great Britain, and was immedi-
ately produced by the measures of government
uscessary to prosceute that war with advan-
tage. This suspension, by depreciating the
exchangeable value of bank notes, caused spe-
cis to disappear rapidly, as individuals inva-
riably hoard that which is the most valuable.
There followed immediately a most pestifer-
ous crop of irredeemable paper, issned by pri-
vate bankers and by Individnals, and common-
Ir known as ¢shin plasters.” As there was
no check upon the issue, of course this kind
of paper increased to an unlimited extent, un-
til its credit was entirely broken down. The
lesses to the community were very large, for
probably not one half of it was ever redecmed.
The notes of the banks suffered, during the en-
tire period, a depreciation of nearly one-fifth
thelr nominal value. Contraction being forced
upen the banks, after muchk suffering in the
bosiness community and numerous failures,
specie payments were resumed in 1817.

The next suspension was in 1837, when all
the banks in the couniiy repudiated. Tlis
suspension led to anotlier flood ¢f shin-plas-
teas, and bronght into existence the Sub-
Treasury system—a sy stem that caused Martio
Van Buren to be defeated in 1840, and yet it
s thought to be the best monctary arrange-
ment ever connected with the finances ot the
Nation. It actsas acheck to our banks in
speculative times, and comes to their rescue
during a paunie. '

 THE BELIEF BILL.
Prior to i aﬁouwn t of the recent Ex-
mon;'“: the Legisluture, a bill, entitled

“|sAn Act for the resumption of specie pay-

menis by the Banks, god for the Relief of
Creditors,”” was passed., The following arti-
cle from thie N, ¥. Tribane will give a correct
idea of its provisions: o

#The bill passed by the Pennsylvania Le-
gislature nominally for the relief of the Banks,
has in fact a much wider scope. That scope
indeed is indicated in the title of the bill, in
which it is expressly deseribed to be, among
other things, <An Act for the Relief of Delit-
ors 2 -
#«The enactments in favor of the banks are
two-fold. Firsf : A remission, until the sec-
ond Monday of April next, of all penallies of
forfeiture of charters or otherwise, incurred
by the suspension of spucie payments, in faver
of all banks that may within thirty days ac-
cept the provisions of thisact. And, second :
An agreement on the part of the State to ac-
cept their bills in payment of taxesand tolls.
That acceptance will earry with it the follow-
ing obligations on the part of the banks, viz:
First : Prom and after January next a publica-
tion by tife banks of Philadelphia and Pitts-
birgh (inclnding also the adjoining eity of
Allegheny) of a weekly statement, snd by all
the other bauks of the State of a monthly
statement of their condition as to loans and
discounts, specie,.bulances’ due from other
banks, deposits, including balances doe to
other banks, and amount of notes outstanding.
Second : So long as the suspension shall con-
tinue, the reception by the banks at par in
payment of debts dae to them of {lie notes of
all the solvent banks of the States. All the
banks which paid specie up to the first of Sep-
tember last are to be deemed solvent, and
their notes are to be received until represen-

President and directors of some otheg banks,
under oath, of their apprehension and beliefl
that the bank so certificd against is insolvent.
The Governor thereapon is to appoint a com-
mission of three disinterested persons to in-
vestigate the affairs of the bank complained
of,and to report within ten days. If they shall
report it solvent, then its notes are to be re-
ceived by the other banks as before, and the
applicants are to pay the costs of the procced-
ing. If the bank shall refuse ta permit the
investigation, or shall be reported asinan un-
safe conditico, then the chuarter is to be for-
feited, and the bauk is to cease operation and
to assign for the benefit of its creditors, the
expenses of the investigation to be paid out
of the assets. Third : The banks are to re-
deem in specie their notes received by the
fate for taxes toan extent sufficient to ena-
ble the State Treasurer to meet the interest,
as it becomes due, of the State debt. Fourth :
The accepting banks are to pay into the State
Treasury, in acknowledgmeunt of the privileges
granled to them, an amount eqnal to one-
fourth of one per cent. on their capital. Fifth:
The Commonwealth also assumes the right of
annulling at pleasure the charter of any bank
accepting this act, whenever, in their opinion,
it may prove injurious to the eitizens; but
this annuiment is to be made so as to do no in-
justice to the corporators. This power of
annulling charters, and also the requircment
of bank returns, appear to be without any
limitation. The other olidigations and restrie-
tions impesed upon the banks expire with,
or will be merged in, the resumption of specie
parments.
“Such are the provisions in favor of the
banks. The section for the relief of individ-
ual debtors provides that whenever a judg-
ment debtor has an estate in fee simple within
the county in which the judgment is render-
ed, which shall be estimated Ly the Court
rendering the judgment to be equivalent in
valee (making allowance for all incomabrances
upon it) to the judgment rendered, or when-
ever such judgzmeunt creditor shall, within
thirty daysafterthe rendition of the judgment,
give security to the satisfacion of the Court
for the payment of the amount, with interost
and costs, he shall then be entitled to a stay of
exccution for once year; bat this slay of ex-
ecution, is not to be granted in the case of
mortgage debts, unless the interest shall be
kebt paid up (with an allowance, however, of
sixty days’ grace within which to pay it,) nor
isit to apply to judgment for wages, nor to
suits upon which stuy of exceution hasalready
been taken under existing laws, nor to debts
upon which stay of execution is exproessly
waived by the debtors.
“It will be seen thai the extension or relief
granted by this act to private debtors is much
greater than that granted to the banks. It
amonnts in fact to asuspension of the collection
of debts for twelve-months as to all cveditors
who are disposed toavail themselves of it.””

A few days since, some kind friend in Phil-

‘Maguire.” The ticket is a pretty one, and we
set much store by it; and we would certainly
be ungrateful if we did not express our thank-
fuliess to our friend for his attention,

As ourvoyage up the famous saline stream
is likely to octupy some time, we thought we
might as well say “‘good-bye’ to our more for-
tunate political acquaintances before our de-
parture. They will, doubtless, find plenty to
engage their attention duaring our absence.
In conseguence of a reduction of the tariff,
under Democratic rule, our country has been
bronght to the verge of roin—mannfacturies
have been stopped—thousands of laborers
thrown out of employment—the drain of gold
to pay excessive importations has prodacad a
panic, causing banks to suspend or break, and
paralysing all branches of business.

There must be a beginning,; somewhere,
and that beginning cannot-be made in a better
way than by the payment of the simoall delbts
which the people of the country owe to one a-
nother.  The country is full of grain and pro.
duce of all kinds, and the cities are nearly
empty and ready to purchase freely. Many
farmers are indebtced in small sums to country
storckecpers, and are probably waiting till
money is plenty, to pay them. There is no
need to wait, Let every farmer soindebted
gather up enough flour, or grain, or other pro-
duee, if he has it to spare, sufficient to cancel
his debt, and pay it, instead of money, to the
storekeeper. The latter, without a doubt,
will- be glad to take it, for it will enable him
to pay his debts in the cities wliere he deals,
his city creditors will be able to meet their li-
abilities, in turn, and so on, ontil one debt
cancels another, and that another, and that
another, and a few thousand bushels of grain
thus put in motion will carry relief to many
who are now groaning nunder a load too heavy
for them to carry. Mechanics and others ean
be paid in the ssme way ; and there is scarcely
anybody that would not gladly tuke produce
of some sort in payment on agcounts.

Purstir or Specie UspER DIFFICULTIES.—
A Cincinnati assorting broker visited a bank
in Lafayette, 1ndiana, with $7,060 of bills, de-
manding specic for the same.
